And I neon not use but only where they may bo cot^rcial use. I do believe there can be 
movie material in this. 

Jo, if tho o triers are willing, I look forward to wliat you suggest, but I would like 
it to bo taped, not with the formality of wiuit * understand oral histories to be, but 
more like a bull oossiou, with wide participation. Wot only is it likely that others 
will have substantial contributions and probably fascinating personal rocollections, 
but I know for experiences of the post that when I have r* al dialogue and a receptive 
audience it draws me out. Wot like a ham on camera but it triggers recall, reminds me of 
indiconts tmt had not come to mind, things like that.
